tentatively accepting amendments 
which would exclude from the count 
upon which house reapportionment is 
to be based aliens and persons over 
©1 who are not permitted to vote, the 
house adjourned late today without 
taking a final vote on the census re- 
apportionment bill. 

Both of the amendments were op- 
posed vigorously in debate and both 
are subject to another vote iin the 
house before they are finally written 
into the measure. The alien proposal 
would affect the number of repre- 
sentatives allotted to eastern and in- 
dustrial states and the second pro- 


posal was considered as aimed at 
southern states in which it has been 
contended that many negroes are not 
permitted to vote. 

Exclusion of aliens originated with 
the middle western republicans, who 
ave argued that if aliens were barred 
from the count a reapportionment 
would have less effect upon the re- 
duction of representation from their 
states. It was opposed by members 
from eastern and industrial states on 
the ground that such an amendment 
was unconstitutional. 

Not Consider Aliens. 


In the form in which it was ap- 
proved by the house, the amendment 
of Representative Hoch, republican, 
Kansas, would provide that aliens 
should not be considered in the count 
but that if any section of the meas- 
ure should be declared unconstitution- 
al, the validity of the remainder of 
the act should not be affected. 

Previously the house had approved 
an amendment by Representative 
Bankhead, democrat, Alabama, call- 
ing for a count of the number of 
aliens in the country with a state- 
ment of whether they were in the 
United States legally. 

The amendment relating to disfran- 
chisement was offered by Representa- 
tive Tinkham, republican, Massa- 
chusetts, long a contender that the 
fourteenth amendment was not being 
enforced, One similar to it had been 
defeated previously. Some of the mem- 
bers have eontended that the effect 
of the amendment woukl be to make 
large reductions in the number of 
representatives allotted to southern 
states,

Washington, June 4.—(#/)—Presi- 
dent Hoover is keeping a vigilant 
watch upon the trend of public senti- 
ment of the great questions of govern- 
ment as it is reflected in the press 
of all sections of the nation. 

Late each day, there is placed be- 


and private newspaper, dubbed “the 
yellow journal” White House at- 
taches, not for contents but be- 


cause it consists of clippings mounted 
upon sheets of yellow foolscap loosely 
bound together with the red tape that 
adorns, literally. so many of Washing- 
ton's public documents. 

Essentially. the president's paper is 
a compilation of news dispatches anid 
editorial opinion gleaned from the col- 
umns of more than 35 daily papers, 
which are received each morning at 
the executive mansion. But even 
this is not sufficient to meet the de- 
sires of the chief executive, and to it 
have been added the services of two 
specially selected clipping bureaus. 

To Study Clippings. 

If his busy schedule permits Mr. 
Hoover makes a careful study of the 
clippings before leaving his office, «l- 
though sometimes he takes them to 
the White House proper and goes over 
them there.

IS BRONCHO PNEUMONIA PUL- 
MONARY OR NOT? | 
Recently a reader sent in an inter- 
esting item describing a decision of 
the supreme court of Washington that 
infection of abrasions on the hand, 
leading to fatal septicemia (blood poi- 
soning) was an accident— and the 
health and accident insurance compa- 
ny had to pay the claim. 
he Alabama supreme court has re- 
cently reversed a judgment of the 
court of appeals and affirmed the 
judgment of the trial court (Southern 
Life and Health Insurance Company 
vs. Drake (Ala.) 1178. 401; 1175S. 
402) which was in favor of the bene- 
ficiary of an insurance policy. The 
policy provided that if the insured 
should die within the first year “either 
directly or indirectly from tuberculosis, 
pulmonary disease or chronic bron- 
chitis, or cancer, or disease of the 
heart, liver, or kidneys, or pellagra,” 
the company’s liability should be lim- 
ited to one quarter of the sum speci- 
fied as a death benefit. The in- 
sured actually died of broncho-pneu- 
monia. The company offered the 
beneficiary one-quarter of the sum 
and the beneficiary ‘rejected the offer

and sued for the full amount. Obvious- 
y, the company’s intent was to pro 
tect itself from a claim arising from 
death from disease that was incipient 
at the time the policy was taken out. 
Pneumonia is a temporary inflamma- 
tion of the lungs. The high court and 
the trial court seemed to base the de- 
cision on that fact. The phrase 
“pulmonary disease” in the insurance 
policy was taken to mean chronic dis- 
ease, such as might be present when 
the applicant applies for insurance. 

Broncho-pneumonia has other 
names, or has had at one time or an- 
other. It has been called “capillary 
bronchitis,” meaning bronchitis af- 
fecting the finest terminal bronchial 
tubes rather than the large bronchi or 
the windpipe. It has been called 
“suffocative catarrh,”’ because unlike 
lobar pneumonia (lung fever) bron- 
cho-pneumonia does embarrass the pa- 
tients breathing and perhaps causes 
actual distress for air and often the 
blueness (cyanosis) or duskiness of 
suffocation. Lobar pneumonia, the 
kind in which there is a “crisis,” sel- 
dom or never interferes seriously with 
the patient’s air supply, but rather 
damages the heart and central nervous 
system by the toxin of the germ—in 
the course of the fever accompanying 
this type of pneumonia. 

In broncho-pneumonia there _ is 
usually but little fever, sometimes 
none. The patient is generally al- 
ready enfeebled by other illness, by 
injury, by advanced age or by the in- 
anition or a poor start in the case 
of an infant. Broncho-pneumonia not 
rarely develops in the course of chron- 
ic pulmonary tuberculosis, as a com- 


plication of measles or diphtheria, as. 


a consequence of submersion in a vic- 
tim rescued from drowning of as a se- 
quel of any kind of coma or loss of 
consciousness, whether from injury, 
diseases or ether anesthesia. It is 
similar to real pneumonia in name 
only. Broncho-pneumonia is likely to 
develop in an individual who has been 
exhausted by prolonged wandering or 
“exposure” without food or rest—but 
this does not mean exposure to cold, 
though the sheer weakness, prostra- 
tion and stupor of freezing may induce 
broncho-pneumonia quite as readily as 
the weakness of tuberculosis or diph- 
theria may.

New York, June 4.—Reminiscences 
of a reporter on the Lafayette (Ind.) 
Courier-Journal; In my time,-and long 
before, there were two papers, the La- 
tayette (Ind.) Courier and the La- 
tayette Journal, both of equal impor- 
tance, both jealous for supremacy; 
this is, subscriptions and “ads.” 

The Journal, so far as news went, 
had a penchant for murder and sen- 
sationalism, while the Courier, ortho- 
dox and dignified, emphasized govern- 
ment issues, international politics and 
other profound subjects which people 
scarcely ever read. 


Both papers were noteworthy for 
the strength of their organizations and 
metropolitan make-up and output— 
rare in a city of only 25,000. Yet the 
town apparently wasn't large enough 
for them both. One day the two 
papers fused into one, with the words 
Journal and Courier linked together 
with an equalizing hyphen. 

The change was an important one, 
so far as the community was con- 
cerned. Main street (Lafayette really 
has a Main street) regarded the mer- 
ge> aS a seven-day wonder, exciting. 
Some hearts ached at the transitory 
nature of things; others ached because 
they'd lost their jobs. 

In the meanwhile lovable Charlie 
Smith, city editor for many years, 
had left the Journal. He belonged to 
the period of “The Front Page,” when 
newspaper men were chauvinistic 
about their work, capable of any melo- 
dramatic deed or sacrifice. As the 
morning’s editions reeled out, day 
after day, week after week, and month 
after month, Charlie held the “copy” 
closer and closer to his eyes, until fin- 
ally the eyes couldn’t see any more; 
and instead of holding the newspaper 
in his hands, he held it under his arm: 
that is, the poor old man stood blind 
on the street corner hawing papers 
in competition with the nearest news- 
oY. 

Other editors came and went—Bill 
Robinson. Then Walter Lindler, now 
with First National Pictures, became 
telegraph editor. One brisk day Steve 
Hanagan, cub, walked in to get a 
training which led eventually to his 


becoming publicity man to Carl Fisch- 
er and Jack Dempsey. 


Excitement in those days came 
straight from the police court, al- 
ways in friendly cahoots with the 
desk. One day there was a killing. 
A man shot a woman whom he found 
in the arms of another man. As the 
presses were burring and the report- 
ers rushing back and forth telephon- 
ing, calling out directions, speeding 
their pencils, a great lumbering jani- 
tor and factotum, never before known 
to make a statement about anything, 
stepped up to the desk, and with 
bovine eyes and a dumb expression 
opened his mouth and said slowly: 
“All this shooting and killing over 
kissing a woman's lips and you can't 
wear ‘em out anyway.” 

It was while working on the Cour- 
ier that the late George Barr Me- 
Cutcheon wrote his first novel, 
“Graustark,” and the town was soon 
agog over the presence of a real “‘live’’ 
and successful author. Despite his 
success, however, he stayed on a while 
and gave the townspeople a thrill by 
giving his secretary a prize for guess- 
ing the title of his next novel, “Castle 
Craneycrow.” The MeCutcheons. in- 
deed, formed the nucleus of that group 
of Lafayette and Purdue university 
authors who gave momentum to the 
legend that Indiana, spontaneous 
combustion and authorship were all 
identical. By this time Ben McCutch- 
eon was writhing. John T. Mee 
Cutcheon, already famous as cartoon- 
ist for the Chicago Tribune, was meet- 
ing daily, doubtless. Burton Roscoe, 
discovering new writers for Indiana 
papers to cite, George T. Bye, Thyra 
Samter Dinslow, then energetic Chi- 
cago scribes. 

_ George Ade was, of course. by this 
time famous for his Fables and Slang. 
and had written “Pink Marsh.’ <A 
front page story went to Ade when he 
came to Lafayette one grand and 
glorious day, bringing with him all 
the way from Chicago the entire 
troupe of the “Yankee Consul”—those 
magnificent chorus girls of days gone 
by.

Violates Constitution. 


Preceding the adoption of the Tink- 
ham charge, the Massachusetts mem- 
ber contended that unless the pro- 
Vision Was incorporated ja the bill 
the measure would be in violation of 
the constitution. 

As the vote was taken the southern 
democrats, joined by a sprinkling of 
middle western republicans. and a 
few eastern republicans, passed be- 
tween the tellers to oppose the pro- 
posal. Most of the republicans and a 
group of eastern democrats supported 
the amendment. . 

The announcement of the result 
threw the house in an uproar. Fox- 
hunting yells arose from the repub- 
lican side of the chamber and Repre- 
sentative LaGuardia, republican, 
New York, who had supported the pro- 
posal, raced across the well in front 
of the speaker's rostum to shake hands 
with the smiling Tinkham. 

When the proposal was offered 
earlier in the day, Tinkham declared 
that if it were not adopted “this 
house will be a house of hypocrites” 
b¥ pretending to obey the constitu- 
tion in one form and violating it in 
another. 

Representative Rankin, democrat, 
Mississippi, opposed the proposal in a 
brief talk in which he said that Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, Idahe, some 
time ago had said that he found no 
violation of the. constitution by the 
southern states. 

Little Debate on Floor. 

Representative Schafer, republican, 
Wisconsin, arguing in favor of the 
amendment. cited figures which he 
said showed wide differences between 
the number of voters in various con- 
gressional «districts in southern states 
and those who voted in various of the 
northern states. 

There was little debate on the pro- 
posal at that time, however, and the 
democrats were able to amass enough 
votes to defeat the amendment by a 
small majority. When it was pre- 
sented again in different form later 
in the day, there was no ‘debate and 
Tinkham contented himself with mak- 
ing a brief statement to the effect 
that it was designed to make the bill 
conform to the constitution.

Washington, June 4.—(#)—The 
senate was asked today by its inter- 
state commerce committee for authori- 
ty to investigate the whole field of 
interstate communication by _ radio, 
telegraph, telephone and cable and the 
transmission of power. 

The committee approved a resolu- 


tion by Chairman Couzens to ask

Washington, June 4.—(P)}—New 
hope of controlling cancer in the 
United States was held out today by 
Dr. James Ewing, head of the patho- 
‘ogy department of Cornell uversity, 


and a student of the disease for more 
than 20 years. 

Addressing the closing session of the 
annual convention of state and pro- 
vincial health officers with the pub- 
lic health service, Dr. Ewing out- 
lined a Program of cancer control 
through “eancer institutions” 
in all, large cities, 


of radium treatment apparatus, a 
staff of surgeons and other scientific 
experts. He declared that such insti- 
tutions must and will be established 
mn a few years through state health 
cepartments with finaucial assistance 
from philanthropists. 
Shut Off Immigration. 

Delegates to the conference all ad- 
vocated shutting off immigration from 
the Philippine Islands in order to 
halt what was termed “the anost ser- 
ious outbreak of cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis since the World War.” Surgeon 
General Cumming, however, later de- 
clared he would recommend this meas- 
ure only as a last resort and that 
he hoped it would not be necessary. 

The average number of meningitis 
cases reported weekly this year, it was 
pointed out, has been between 120 and 
140, while during the past few vears 
the weekly average had been 20 to 
oF cases, The outbreak has been 
manifested in all portions of 
country, it was said, and its origin 
has been traced to steamships bring- 
ing Filipinos suffering from it to 
Pacific -coast ports. Some steamers 
were 
from the orient, but the large ina jori- 
ty have come from the Philippines. 


Outlook Brighter. 

Asserting that cancer institutions 
are “the only hope’ of controlling the 
malady, Dr. Fwing said, they present 
a much brighter outlook ha any 
other thing yet suggested.
